That Bill being introduced ito the State Legislature is 
certainly disgusting, and to think that it comes from my own 
County, but it is backed by the same group that has always 
opposed the Couaty Library, Correctionville. I know very few 
influencial people around here, and most of them are not in¬ 
terested, either because their community is not included or 
just don’t care. However the County School ‘-'uperintendent 
has written a letter to Mr. Kelson, in which he very nicely 
tells him that he doesn’t know wnat the County Library is and 
will do for the rural people of the County, or he wouldn't 
have introduced such a bill. Does your heart good to know that 
someone like him (Mr. Hadley) is so interested in the work.

They are putting this 
into the By-Laws, and I objected, saying however if Scott County 
had already established the precedent of t'worweeks, we naturally 
should follow, but otherwise four weeks, refering them to my 
letter from ALA.Know that they felt that I was being very graspi 
and selfish, but I am thinking about my successors and other 
Librarians (County and Regional).
